They 
sent fot the purpose protection 
against the privateers em oyed by the 
revolutionists of South ‘America, that 
sailed up and down the California 
coast, ravaging the country. In the

Without a doubt these convicted 
Murderers deserve to be hanged. This 
fis not the question which we are dis- 
cussing. It was presumably discussed 
sufficiently during the trial, inasmuch 
as they were formally convicted and 
sentenced to death: the judge, in sen- 
tencing them, taking occasion to in- 
form them that they had not a chance 
on earth to escape the gallows. The 
most alerming feature of the whole at- 
fair is the fact that “several soldiers 
have been forcibly disarmed by the 
citizens. In the first place, it is much 
to be wondered at and to be deplored. 
that men who could take part in dis- 
arming soldiers of the United States 
should be honored with the title of 
citizens.” In the first place, it is much 
could be nothing better than traitors 
to the government, for their work was 
in the last degree treasonable. Ene- 
mies of the governmegt oppose soldiers 
of the government (militia or regulars, 
‘it igs all the same;) citizens obey the 
authority ot the government, whether 
expressed through the military or the 
vil branch thereof. 

In the second place, it is a surprising 
fact—if it be a fact—that men cerving 
ander the flag of their country would 
permit themselves to be forcibly dis- 
armed by “citizens,” or by any power 
save the government which they are 
sworn to serve. The soldiers who suf- 
tered themselves to be thus disarmed 
by a mob, disgraced themselves and 
the banner which has never yet been 
conquered by earthiy foe. 

Attacks upon the militia have be- 
come all too common in these later 
years. Such attacks are treasonable 
in their very essence, and the men who 
engage in them are traitors, who 
should be regarded as such and treated 
accordingly. There is hardly a lynch- 
ing th the South in which the militia 


guilty of a serious infraction of inter- 
nitional law in dis the neu- 
tral rights of Chine as well as those 
of Itussia. It is not in the least sur- 
prising to learn through Mr. Conger’, 
the American Minister at Peking, that 
toe Russian Minister has sent to the 
Chinese government: “a strong note, 
charging it with -complicity in 
the Ryeshitelni affair, e the 
Chinese Minister with ‘cowardice 
or treason, and demanding a full 
explenation, the restoration of the 
destroyer, and severe punishment. of 
the commodore.”

„the restoration of the destroyer. and 
the severe punishment of the commo- 
gore.“ 

But, while appearances are against 
Japan, in this matter, it will not be 
just to pass judgment in advance. Ja- 
pan claims jastification, and it is no 
more thag right that she shall have an 
Opportunity to e good her conten- 
tion. Following the great sea fight of 
August 10-11, the Russian destroyer 
Ryeshitelni ran into the ort of Chefoo, 
China. She was pursued by two Japa- 
hese torpedo boats, a short time later. 
‘rane Ryeshitelnt, in the meantime, had 
been at least partly dismantied, with 
the lared intention of remaining, in 
accordance with the requirements of 
international law, a non-combetant un- 
til the close of the war. The Japa- 
nese, during the night, visited the 
Ryeshitelni and went on board. There 
is saturally considerable diversity in 
the accounts of what happened after 
the Japs went on board, but ali ac- 
counts agree that there was a fight. 
The Russians claim that the Japs acted 
on tae offensive (which is not in the 
least unlike the little brown men,) and 
the Japs make the same charge against 
the Rufsians. “The Russians opened 
fire on our men,” says the Japanese le- 
gation in London, “showing that the 
Ryeshitelni, if she had not been dis- 
armed, might have attempted to leave 
Chefoo without regard fo the promise 
made by her commander, end menace 
neutral shipping or carry dispatehes ot 
great importance. As the Russians 
took the offensive,” it is added, “our 
men had no other recourse than to cap- 
ture the Ryeshitelni.” This the Japs 
did, attaching ropes to the bow of the 
vessel and towing it out of the harbor 
@s a prize of war. * 

Many nice questions will have to be 
settled before this case is finally dis- 
posed of. A belligerent ship has the 
right to claim sanctuary in neutral wa- 
ters, and the pursuing. vessel or ves- 
gels have no right to invade the har- 
bor where refuge is takén inside of 
twenty-four hours. But it is the duty 
of the neutral nation to require that 
the fugitive vessel shall either leave 
port within twenty-four hours or dis- 
mantie ite guns and put itself out of 
fighting trim, to remain non-combat- 
ant unti: the close of the war. The 
main question in this case will prob- 
‘oly hinge upon whether the Russians 
tr tne Japanese took the offensive. 
The Japanese boats probably had as 
good a right as the Russian vessel 
to enter the harbor of Chefoo, if they 
went in without hostile intent. But 
they had no right to go in armed ar- 
ray to where the Russian vessel was 
lying, and provoke 4 fight in a neu- 
tral harbor. 

If it should be proven that the Rus- 
gens were the immed@iate “aggressors, 
in the fight on board the Ryeshitelni, 
this fact would not m itself serve as 
justification for the Japanese action;

GAINST THE “CLOSED SHOP.” 
A decision of far-reaching im- 
portance to both employers and em- 
ployés has just been handed down by 
the Appellate Court of Illinois. The 


in the contest for industrial freedom: 
(1) the validity of contracts which call 
for the employment of union men 
only; (2) the right of labor unions to 
enforce such agreements; and (3). the 
status of the injunction as a means to 


of unionism. The Appellate Court de- 
cision is in accord with opinions which 
have recently been handed down by 
several State courts, and declares such 
contracts void because they constitute 
a monopoly of labor, establishes the 
power of the injunction as a measure 
to prevent destruction of life, prap- 
erty and trade, and denies to unions 
the right to enforce such agreements. 


anti-injunction bill now before Con- 
gress. It is also a repudiation of 
unioniém’s theory that there can be 
such a thing as “peaceful eting.” 
The case, briefly stated, is as fol- 
lows: The unions made a demand 
upon the Kellogg Switchboard Com- 
pany of Chicago for an agreement that 
the company would employ none, but 
union members and for authority to 
enforce the agreement. The company 
refused the demand, and a strike fol- 
lowéd during which picketing, the as- 
saulting of non-union workmen “and 
similar methods were used by the un- 
foniets. Tae Kellogg company lied 
for and secured an ‘injunction restrain- 
ing picketing and violence, although 
the unions contended that they re- 
sorted to nothing but “peaceful picket- 
ing and persuasion. The unions 
claimed that the granting of the in- 
junction caused them to lose their 
strike, and appealed the case to the 
Appellate Court, which bas sustained 
the lowen court. 

The court points out that it was the 
purpose of the unions to force an agree- 
ment for an unlawful purpose, and 
that the agreement as demanded by the 
unions strikes at the right of contract 
and discriminates in favor of one class 
of men and excludes all others. The 
court holds (1) that an employer 
whose workmen have goné/out on a 
strike has a right to’ contract with 
others to n their places; (2) that 
workmen seeking employment have a 
right to make a contract with him 
whereby they take the places of strik- 
ers; (3) that the privilege of con- 
tracting is both a liberty and a prop- 
erty richt. including the right to make 
and enforce Contracts, because this 
right is included in the right to at- 
quire property: that liberty is prop- 
erty, and that to deprive the laborer 
and employer of the right to eontract 
is a violation of the Illinois State con- 
stitution and the fifth and fourteenth 
amendments of the Constitution of the 
whited States; (4) that the agreement 
‘in question would, if executed, consti- 
tute a labor monopoly, and such a mo- 
nopoly ie unlawful; and (5) that all 
such contracts or agreements, which 
provide for the employment of union 
members only ere void. It is believed 
the case will be appealed to the Su- 
preme Court. 

It is obvious that the case is one of 
wide effect and vital importance to 
employers end independent workmen. 
Many businesses are now conducted 
under “closed shop” agreements, 
wulch the Illinois court holds to be 
unlawful and void; and there are 
thousands of employers now bound by 
such contracts who would gladly annul 
them if they could do so in the know!l- 
edge that their action would be upheld 
by law. 

In sustaining the lower court and 
continuing the injunction in force, the 
Appellate Court establishes the power 
of the injunction as a means for the 
protection of employers and independ- 
ent workmen against the assaults of 
unionists; and it also declares in effect 
that there can be no euch thing’ as 
“peaceful picketing.” 

Many court decisions Ahar to the 
foregoing, end in all parts of the 
try, make it obvious that the “closed 
shop” is based upon wrong principles 
and cannot endure. In almost every 
instance it has been repudiated when 
tested in the courts, and there can be 
but one outcome—the passing of the 
“closed shop” and the substitution of 
the “open shop,” which is in accord 
with American principles and which 
conforms to the law.

Taught Japs 

“The London Times in a recent issue 
calls attention to the fact that the 
success of the Japanese army is due 
in large measure to tne splendid train- 
ing which was received under the di- 
rection of a Prussian, Maj.-Gen. Mec- 
kel. He is a retired officer, still living 
in Gross Lichterfelde, a suburb near 
Berlin. 

Gen. Meckel — born March . 1842, 
entered the P jan army in 1860, and 
served as ‘a lieutenant in the German- 
Austrian War. He also participated in 
the German-France Wag and was 
wounded at the battle of Woerth. ter 
he became an instructor at the mi tary, 


School in Hanover. In 1876, when he 


had attained the rank of colonel, he en- 
tered the General Staff of the German 
army. From 1835-8 he wag active as 
reorganizer of the Japanese army. 

Meckel was a favorite pupil of 
Moltke. Sho®iy before the death of 
the great field marshal he assembled 
the Officers of the ggeat General Staff 
and said to them * t the rivals of 
Germany were fully equal to it in 
equipment and bravery, but not in 
leadership. 

This is just what the Japanese de- 
sired to learn—to direct and to lea 
an army. No one was better suit 
for this work than Gen. Meckel. Al- 
though he did not understand Japanese, 
and his words had to be translated by 
an interpreter, he nevertheless was suc- 
cessful in imbuing the “Yankees of the 
Orient“ with Moltke's great principies 
of strategy.
